[High Impact Practices] are effective for racial and ethnic minorities in
particular, who disproportionately experience high and persistent
levels of post-secondary attrition...HIPS that have an effect on
engagement across racial categories are service-learning,
undergraduate research, group assignments, learning communities,
sequence courses, and, especially, having a close faculty mentor. In
addition to these factors, diversity-related course content is
especially effective for racial/ethnic minority engagement.
